ment supporting the French attitude 
toward army reduction as outlined to 
the full conference in plenary ses- 
Bion Monday by Premier Briand. 


SPECIFIC PROBLEMS UP.

0 consideration of specific problems 
of land armaments and it was decid- 
ed to appoint sub-committees to deal 
•with such subjects 
as airplanes, 


poisonous gases, and other auxil- 
iary means of warfare.

Bonin, where 
American and 


Japanese naval bases and shore sta- 
tions already have been established, 
and to refrain from undertaking new 
defensive development for a stated 
period. 


It was learned that the subject has 


been given more than cursory discus- 
sion within the Japanese delegation 
There has been no authoritative in- 
timation, however, as to the time or 
manner in which the subject might 
be raised.

One is reminded that in a short 


while it will be necessary for people 
walking to learn just how to use a 
hard road. 
There will 
be some 


walking along these roads, for they 
will furnish 
the 
smoothest paths 


between 
towns. Pedestrians 
who 


have been taking the railroads as a 
short cut. will go to the hard high- 
way road, for it will be much bet- 
ter footing. 


The law is, and will continue to 


he, that pedestrians have every right 
to make use or the highways; and 
after a little while we may expect 
to find more of them 
doing this. 


There is a proper way to use the 
road in walking, one that is beat 
calculated to avoid accidents. 
But 


our practise in this respect is by 
no means uniform. 


Let those in authority give this 


matter a»Tftt]e study and then tell all 
of us on which side of the road to 
walk. 
The important thing is to 


have a rule that will introduce uni- 
formity; then we can do the right 
thing without danger of being con- 
fused.

while Steele did cover certain dis- 
crepancies he did it because on him 
and ht» cousin, the lato James Steele, 
would fall the burden of payment, 
but at the same time he was ex- 
pecting to investigate records of the 
bank.

informed the directors and called thy 
bank examiners. 


In closing Mr. Miller declared that 


Steele was the victim of his trusted 
cashier, "who had made him a paup- 
er at the age of sixty-eight years."
